DAY'S DOINGS IN CONGRESS.

Bacon Presonts FPeace Resolutions In
the Sennte.

WasmisarTon, Jan. 20.—Senator Bacon,
of Georgia, presented in the senate to-
day resolutions declaring that the
United States desires to maintain peace
with all the world and favoring inter-
national arbitration for the settlement
of all differences with any other nation,
where they fail to adjuet s diplomatic
negohiation.

The resolations declare that the
United States svows -this method of
avoiding war as its fature policy and
invites all ciyilized nations to make
corresponding declarations. The reso-
lutions were referred to the committee
on foreign relations,

LANGLEY'S FLYING MAUCHINE.

The Professor Reporta Great Progress
Toward 1ts Perlection.

W AsHINGTOX, Jan. 20.—The report of
Professor Langley, secretary of the
Smithsonian institation, just sobmtted
to the board of regente, containa the
following aboot his fiying machine:

“The writer has, doring the intlervals
of his official duties, continned to ex-
periment in this manner uatil he has
reached a measare of suoccess which
eeems to justify him in making the
statement here that mechanical flights
have now been attained.

“On May 26th last & mechanism built
chiefly of steel and driven by a steam
engine made two flights of over hsll a
mile. Since that time the result has
been nearly doubled. In each case
there was ne support from gas. The
machine was 1,000 or more times heavier
than theair 1n which it was made to
move. Dr. Alexander Graham Bell wit-
negsed the first of these, and communi-
cated the statement of results to the
academy of France,

Votes of Belng Elected Utah's
Senator.

Caxtox, 0., Jan. 30.—Major McKin-
ley passed & busy morning. He had
several conferences of importance.

Hon. J. E, Wilson, of Iows, left at
11:80 for his home, When at the station
he was reticent in his talk, but it was
not very difficuit to infer from his talk
that he is. more than a cabinet possi-
tiilit_v, and may accept the agricultural
portiolio.

General Charles H. Collis, of New
York, had a conference with Major Me-
Kinley this morning. When asked if
any talk had been made regarding cabi-
net matters, General Colliz declined to
anawer. He left with Benator Brown,
of Utah, for the East this afterncon.

Lieutenant-Governor Woodraff and
wife, of New York, who came here to
call on Major MecKinley, left this even-
ing for Cleveland, where Mr. Woodruff
expects to eee chairman Hanna. To the
Associated Press reporter, Mr. Woodruff
gaid he had come to talk over the New
York situation, and particolarly to rec-
ommend General Woodford for the navy
portfolio. Nothing of a definite natore
was accomplished, he said.

Ex-Benator BSaunders, of Helena,
Mont., also called on the president-
elect.

ALMOST ELECTED.

Thatcher Lacked but Three Votes of
Belng Chosen Senator.

Bavr Lage, Jan. 30.—This has been
gn exciting day in the senatorial contest.
Five ballote were taken, being the forty-
second ballot of the joint assembly with-
out any choice. The assembly then
took & recess to 3 p. m.,and werein
sesgion for an hour without balloting.
It waes believed last night that there
wounld be no decided change today, but,
contrary to expectalions, Thatcher
started with an increase of five votes on
the first ballot (foor of them being
Popalists) and gathered strength on
each of the following ballots until he
had a total of twenty-eight votes, being
one more than the combined strength
of Henderson and Rawlins, and within
three yotes of election, as there were
only sixty members voting.

The Thacher forces kept their strength
compact and defeated several dilatory
motions before the recess was taken. At
that time the opposition was somewhat
disorzanized, and it was the general
opinion that Thatcher would be elected
in the afternoon.

When the afternoon session was
called to order, the opposition to
Thatcher resorted to filibustering tactics,
to gein time, first claiming that the
adjonrnment was to noon on Monday,
and that the proceedings were irregular
and unlawful. Half a dozen motions to
adjourn and appeals from the decislon
of the chair were bronght up and voted
down on roll-calis,

Finally the opposition sacceeded in
forcing an adjournment Lo Monday, due,
partly, it is thooght, to the misappre-
hension of some members us to what
they were voting for. It is almost cer-
| tain a ballot this afterncon wonld have
elected Thatcher. -

All sorts of rumors are afloat tonigh
as to what another day will bring forth.
Thateher’s men are making every effort
to hold their strength, while his oppo-
ments claim he has reached the limit,
and other elements will come into the
eontest and defeat him Monday. More
than balf his increased strength, today
came from Rawlins and Henderson, the
Republicans voting for Mrs. Wells.

State department officials
bave been confident that they could per-
suade the Spanish government to take
this view of the situation, and it is said
they have succeeded ut last.

New Yomg, Jan. 20.—A Herald dis-
pateh from St. Petersburg says:

Replying to the Paris Ganlois’ attacks
against the Franco-Russgian alliance, the
Novosti says:

““Bafore her allinnce with Russia,
France only played a secondary political
role for twenty wears. After it she at
once rose to the first rank.”

Relerring to the material side, the
Novosti calls attention to what the
Chinese government hag ceded to France
and the support Rossia has given France
in the Egyptian question and also at
Constantinople.

The attacks which have recently been
delivered by the Figaro and the Gaulois
canse high feeling here and have been
the reason why 80 much stress is being
laid npon the visit of Count Muravieff,
w hich is being emphasized in the strong-
est manner. It is even hinted that the
opportunity of the count’s visit will be
taken to come to an nnderstanding with
France on the Eastern question.

As it is well known here, the friction

comes from the resentment of the Freach
bondholders, who own, according to M.
Cambon, 68 per cent of the Turkish
debt, consequently they most actively
favor the financial commission plan,
from which Russia held alof.

Burned to a Crisp.

New Yomrk, Jan. 30.—John Connore,
50 years old, met a shoecking death on
the steamship East Central pier at At-
lantic dock, Brooklyn. The vessel ar-
rived last Tuesday from Brazil with her
boilers strained from the effacts of a
storm. Connors was sent with others to
make repaire to the interinr of one of
the boilers, Before beginning opera-
tione the men lowered into the boiler a
charcoal fornace with which the iron
work was to be heated.

Conpore climbed through the man-
hole, the only means by which an en-
trance to the boiler could be gained, and
was lowered to the bottom at 11 o’clock.
When the factory whistle announced
the noon hoor one of the workmen
climbed to the top of the hoiler and
shonted to Connors. There was no re-
ply. A workman waslowered into the
boiler and Connors was found dead.

The npper part of the man’s body was
burned -to a criep. He had evidently
been overcome by the fuamea and had
fallen on the furnace,

Yoxomaxna, Feb., 1.—Mrs. L. Carew,
who has been on trial here since Janu-
ary 6th, charged with causing the death
of her husband, Walter Raymond
Hallowell Carew, secretary of the Yoko-
hama United Club, by the administra-
tion of arsenic, has been found guilty
and was today eentenced todeath. The
jury was only out half an hour. The
sentence is subject to revision by the
Britieh minister.

The summing up of the judge was
sgainst the prisoner.

A CUERE FOE DIVPHETHERIA.

Alleged Startling Discovery of an Oak-
land Physlcian.

Oagraxp, Cal., Feb. 1.—An inlerest-
ing problem is suggested to the medical
world by a recent experience of Dr. F.
Wolsey, He was called to ftreat two
children suffering from the fever which
follows vaccination, and while they were
under his care both developed diph-
theria. from which they recovered
quickly. ) b

The physician iz now almost convincad
that there waa a clash between the two
ferments in the blood, and that the virus
of the vaccine vanguished the toxine of
the diphtheria, He watched the cases
very closely, and felt so certain of the
correctness of his conelusion that in the
notice of the cases which he sent to the
health office he announced that the diph-
theria had been lightened by vaccina-
tion. The patients are now strong and
well at a time when such sufferers are
usvally weak from the effects of the
disease.

Iu discussing the matter, Dr.
said:

““The thooght suggested by the recent
cases of mine is the antagonism of one
disease for another, like erysipelas to
cancer, which ie an entirely new idea as
applied to diphtheria, ©- Whether o¢ not
1t w1ll prove of any practical valoe is a
question, upon which Ifeel rather donbt-
tul, bat it is nevertheless of great inter-
est ecientifically and throws new light
on such subjects. It may incidentally
be & point of vantage for experiments in
other directions.”’

Eckels Says Banking Laws Must Be

Revised.

WasmixgTox, Feb., 1.—Controller of
of Currency Eckels had a second confers
ence with the committee on banking and
currency today, Eckele expresced the
opinion that the only remedy for exist-
ing financlal troobles was a complete re-
vision of the banking system which
would amounnt almost to a new system.
The discnesion was an informal one in
which all the members took part.

Ecksls thought no more gold for re-
demption purposes wonld be needed un-
der a proper banking system than now.
The only ns=e for metalic money was for
redemption purposes.

Representative Newlands, of Nevada,
the principal representstive of free silver
on the committee, asked manyquestions.
In response, Eckels eaid that countries
which had the best developed systeme of
eredit were England, The banks did
not need such large reseryes so much to
protect their carrency as their deposits.
Russia had been hindered in its endeav-
ors to reach the gold standard. Eckels
said, by adverse business conditions and
heayy taxation. The charaeteristics of
the Russipn people were such that more
gold is required for redemption. than in
countries where the people were more
ueed to'banking methods.

Dawes for Oontroller.
